Delinquents And Criminals 
Can Change

You were told the stories of three 
boys, who became criminals, in the 
previous issue of Sparkling Stars. 
Do not think that all boys continue 
through life as criminals, once they 
start breaking the law. Many of 
them change their way of living and 
become decent citizens. This change 
takes place by chance in some cases; 
the right advice, control, and treat- 
ment brings results, in many. The 
three boys' stories, which follow, 
show how they started on lives of 
crime, but were helped to change and 
became successful. 



John got into real trouble at the 
age of 17. His father died two years 
before, after a long illness. The fam- 
ily had to accept relief. John had 
been the pet of his two older sisters, 
now married and not at home. The 
other children were younger than 
John. 

The family lived in a nice home be- 
fore. Now they lived where rents 
were low. John had less attention 
thaq He was used to. He still was 
quiet, helpful and well-mannered at 
home. On the street and in school, he 
followed the example of the tougher 
kids. • 

John left school from the eighth 
grade to seek work. His jobs didn't 
last, though he was a hard worker. 
His pay went to his mother, John 
getting only money for carfares and 
lunches. Being normal, John wanted 
pocket money. Spending evenings on 
f$? e street corner became tiresome. 
That is why one of John's group 
suggested "joy riding"'*At first, they 



saw no harm in taking cars "just 
around the block". They soon were 
taking longer rides. Then they kept 
the cars until the police found the 
hideaways. They had thought they'd 
keep on getting away with it. 

One night, the police nabbed them 
after a wild chase in which several 
shots were fired. The Court sent 
away the ringleader, but John was 
given a chance. But John couldn't 
cold shoulder or duck his pals, who 
lived on the same block. It also was 
hard to be called "yellow".' John's 
good intentions didn't last. 

Back in Court for "joy riding", he 
was sent to the State Training 
School. He first felt "big shot" and 
"didn't want any favors from any- 
body". He was more friendly after a 
few visits by the Probation Officer. 
The family was moved to a new 
neighborhood. A job was lined up 
for him. He no longer felt the Pro- 
bation Officer was just a "copper". 
Helping him make parole clinched it 
— he wanted to make good ! 

After some months, John missed 
his old pals. Life seemed too tame. 
On a visit to them, one night, he was 
given a royal time. He felt guilty 
but what harm had it done? A few' 
nights later the gang drove up to see 
him. John didn't ask questions, know- 
ing the car was stolen. He iust 
couldn't say "No" 

Caught by the police that night, 
John faced being sent to the Re- 
formatory, an institution for boys 
more experienced in crime. At the 
Probation Officer's plea, the Judge 
sent John back to the State Train- 
ing School. There, he was encour- 
aged to go ahead with his schooling

and start learning a trade. He wasn't 
kicked. around for being a "two time 
loser". 

Helped again to mike parole, John 
was welcomed at home — the work of 
the Probation Officer with his fam- 
ily. It took little effort to induce 
John to join clubs at the Y, make 
new friends, and start working. John 
really was set on making a go of pa- 
sole. 

John's earnings helped the family 
get off relief. He regained his self- 
respect and pride. John did make 
good! He now is married, and has 
his own home. His early mistakes 
have been forgotten, but not by John. 
He won't miss his night at the Y, as 
club leader, helping other boys avoid 
the mistakes he had made. 



"FIXED" THE SCRAPES 

When Lawrence was born, his fa- 
ther still went to school, studying to 
become a doctor. Lawrence was left 
in care of his- grandmother as soon 
as his mother was able to return to 
work. He saw little of his mother and 
less of his father. Grandma Spoiled 
Lawrence. 

By the time his mother no longer 
had to work, she was nervous and 
high-strung. The father still was 
busy building up a good practice. 
The family had enough money and 
Lawrence was given the best that 
money could buy. He became selfish 
and self-centered. 

At school, his record showed much 
misconduct. At home, Lawrence did 
as he wanted and was hard to man- 
age. If he didn't get money he de- 
manded, he would steal it. He father 
was kept ignorant of his thefts and 
his trouble in school. After grand- 
mother's death, his mother became 
sick. She had to be sent away for her 
health. Lawrence was placed in a 
military academy. 

Within a few weeks, he was re- 
turned home, because he was too 
much of a problem. His father then 
boarded him with a private family. 
He .was returned again, because he 



kept on stealing, refused- to obey, 
and started "bunking out". His moth- 
er died soon after and a housekeeper 
came into the home. Lawrence now 
could do just what he pleased. 

He started stealing outside and 
isuf. around with a bad gang. He also 
was introduced to bad sex habits. 
For a time, his father "fixed" the 
scrapes Lawrence got into and kept 
him out of Court. His father finally 
became desperate and brought Law- 
rence to Court for being "beyond 
control". 

A poor risk for probation, he was 
sent to the State Industrial School. 
During the first month, he ran away 
a few times. He didn't get far. Be- 
ing bright, he finally decided to 
make the best of it. He avoided fur- 
ther trouble in order to earn enough 
credits for parole. "It didn't pay to 
buck the system". The School's dis- 
cipline and regular routine of work, 
study, and play, had their effect on 
him. 

After a year, Lawrence was pa- 
roled. He was set up in a furnished 
room with a private family. His Pa ; 
role Officer was strict, but fair. 
Helped to find a job, Lawrence had 
to keep it. His father was allowed to 
help Lawrence only to get by. Law- 
rence began to appreciate and respect 
his father. He also began to trust 
his Parole Officer as a friend and ad- 
visor. 

Buckling down to make something 
worthwhile of himself, he quit wast- 
ing time, and entered night high 
school. He worked hard and his pay 
wits raised. He soon was able to get 
•along without help. Lawrence did 
slip a few times, but these mistakes 
were not used to send him back as a 
violator. He developed the self-con- 
trol and will power he needed. 

A few years passed and Lawrence 
was discharged from parole. By this 
time, he had finished night high 
school. Then his father died, leaving 
him a large sum of money. He didn't 
throw it away on good times, but 
bought an interest in a business. 
Lawrence has gone a long way from 
the criminal road on which he first 
had started!

SCOLDED JERRY 

Jerry was the second of five chil- 
dren of American parents. His moth- 
er had to work because the father's 
earnings were too small. For this 
reason, the mother took control of 
the family. When irritable and tired, 
she nagged and scolded. By day, 
Jerry's older sister managed the 
Home and followed the example set 
by the mother. Jerry, who was in his 
teens, avoided being home as much 
as he could. 

At school, his marks were poor, be- 
cause he didn t do his home work. 
Jerry "let off steam" in school, to 
make up for "being jumped on at 
home" He spent his after school 
hours on the street to avoid fights 
with his sister. To help out at home, 
Jerry started selling papers after 
school hours. This led to his being 
on the streets until late at night. In 
turn, his late hours led to bad com- 
panions. x 

He was caught, one night, break- 
ing and entering into a store with 
some of his friends. The Court placed 
him on probation. This brought on 
more nagging and scoldings. 

After a few months of this, Jerry 
felt he couldn't stay on at home. He 
ran off to a distant city. There, he 
supported himself at first by street 
selling. He soon found it too hard 
to manage, but lacked the courage 
to return home. If only he could get 
some extra money! 

He was caught in the act of fore- 
ing the cash register of a store he 
had broken into. Being only 16 years 
of age, he was held for investigation. 
This resulted in his return to the 
Court in his home city. He was sen- 
tenced to the State Industrial School. 

He needed the discipline. Jerry 
soon found himself interested in the 
School's industrial shop, with elec- 
trical repair and radio work. This 
interest was encouraged and given 
preference over general school 
studies 

On his parole, he found the home 
improved through the influence of 
his Parole' Officer. The latter also 



helped him find a job with a radio re- 
pair shop. He made good progress as 
long as the job lasted. When busi- 
ness slowed down he was laid off. 
His old troubles at home started over 
again. Af ten only a few weeks of this, 
t Jerry was discouraged and "fed up". 

This time, however, Jerry didn't 
run away. Instead, he asked his Pa- 
role Officer to return him to the 
School. He was returned — but only 
for a short period, during which the 
Parole Officer developed a better 
parole plan. A job with a radio man- 
ufacturer was found and arrange- 
ments were made for Jerry to live 
at a working Boys' Home. 

Unbeknown to Jerry, other plans 
also were made. The Athletic Di- 
rector and Some of the older boys at 
the • Home promised to help develop 
Jerry's courage and sportsmanship. 
Evenings, Jerry, was invited to play 
on some of the Home teams in the 
gym. He gradually learned to stick 
when the going was rough, to show 
self-confidence in the tight spots, 
and to carry the ball when his turn 
came 

He made progress on the job, 
which brought him increases in pay. 
He made real friends at the Home. 
His relations with his own family 
also improved when, he was able to, 
help them with money. Reaching the* 
age limit at the Home, he moved to 
the Y. Some of his friends also had 
moved there. He no longer thought 
of running away from trouble. His 
judgment was better, because he was 
older. The criminal career Jerry had 
started on some years back was out 
of the picture completely.
